ddeut, who had not finished' diessing, 
ruslhed to the door of his coi wrapped 
inan overcoat and bowed to the little 
gagthering,

At Wandiham Junction rthe populace 


*was astir early and as the train <ap- 
v 


proached the station a salute was 
fired and a rousing cheer went up as 
on an overcoat and ibowed to the lit- 
tle gathering. 


The train Teamed Niashua on ttime. 
The president and his party -were 


escorted to carriages and all procsed- 
sd to the city hall. 'At the station 
and along the streets, aud nrassed 
around the platform *wMcli had "been 
erected in front of the city h'all, wtere 
iflKmsonds who cheered incessrantly 
from the time "the president's Jtiaiu 
appeared until he had 'begun to speak 
to frhe great assembly. The (president

platform the president, the reception 
committee ^and (those rtfho fwere with 
the ^resideut, resumed their car- 
riages and proceeded to the Nashua 
Junction station.

THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 
President 
Hoosevelt was * intro- 


duced to the veterans, £nd when lie 
could nnko 'himself 'heard he began 
his "address, speaking as follows; 


"Any Aaneiican who lias a proper 


sense of the relative proportion of 
things must realize tua't to the men 
who fought 
for the union 'in the 


d-aik days of the civil war theie is 
owing a -greater debt of gratitude 
thau tro any others. Oreat weie the 
deeds you did and vital the need of 
doing them. Many were the lessons 
taught the rest of us, both, by what 
you accomplished in the war and by 
the way in which, when >the war was 
over, you turned to the work of peace 
•with the same spirit which had (led 
you to triumph on the tented fields. 
During the life time of our republic 
each generation has had its allotted 
task. Statesman and soldier, the 
man in public life andi the man in 
private life, .each ihas had work to 
do (for the nation. We ihave onoved 
forward swiftly 
or have stumbled 


and halted according as the work as 
a whole was well or ill done. 
>We 


have encountered many crises of am- 
poiibance and from time to time have 
been brought face to face with great 
problems, upon the irightful solution 
nf which much of the nation?s futuie 
welfare depended.

1A11 of 
the work of the men who founded 
this lepublic would "have gone for 
nothing had you not done your part 
well. It was the statesmanship of 
Lincoln, the soldiership of Grant and 
the loyal valor of those whb upheld 
the aims of the one and' followed! the 
sword of the other which made per- 
niauent the work of Washington, of 
Maishall and their compeers.

would have profited little to *us or to 
mankind at large if Jie experiment 
of free government by the pec/pie and 
for the people -liWd /been founded upon 
this continent only to go own in 
bloody wreck on tiie question of slav- 
ery. You saved the union and1 you 
freed the slave <and thereoy freed the 
slave's master f£om the worst of jail 
thimildoms.

.when but 176 days -weie worked dur- 
ingtihe year, wus 38,988 tons per 
day.

mand with the most formidable land 
and! naval foice she can muster, as 
soon as the present rebel activity on 
the isthmus faas been crushed. In- 
formation to this 'effect was received

an authoritative sounoe in 


Washington today. 


The foregoing intelligence causes 


considerable surprise in diplomatic 
circles, tfor 'but a lew weeks tago it 
was ^announced that Mr. Concna, the 
Colombian minister, -and Mr, Corea, 
the Kicaraguau ni'miister, had estab- 
lished <an entente cordials, between 
their (respective governments; that 
bygones mrere to be regarded as by- 
gones, and that the time was ripe for 
a satisfactory understanding 'by the 
two governments. It is now learned 
that the initial move toward tfhe es- 
tablishment of an amicable under- 
standing between Nicaragua and Co- 
lombia was made by Mr, Corea, -who 
also proposed to 3Vtr. Concha tan ad- 
Justmenl tof the difficulties whiiJi 
have so long been pending <over Co- 
lombia's claim to the •ownership of a 
strip of what is claimed Oy Moara- 
gua to be part of her <H>ast line. Min~ 
dster Coticha declined to accede to the 
latter proposal, declaring that a 
claim which Colombia ihad brought 
forward for so many years could not 
be adjusted, or in fact brought to 
any material degree toward adjust- 
ment by the methods suggested by 
ithevNifcataguan minister.'Howevei, 
Hr. Concha was entirely willing to 
join Mr. Corea iai the establishment 
of an entente cordiale.

rival in Nicaragua, where he went 
some weeks ago on a leave of ab- 
sence, the Colombian officials here, it

The Colombian legation here had 
been receiving reports of this char- 
acter continually, and in view of the 
arrangements effected with the Nica- 
raugan oninisteir before he left "Wash- 
ington, Senor Concha lost no itimfe in 
calling Mr. Corea's attention to the 
matter, The latter replied that Pores 
ident SSelayia would immediately in- 
stitute an investigation to ascertain 
if the xepoirts were well founded* A 
short time ago, however, more xe- 
pforts were leceived in Washington 
to the effect that Nicaragua sltill con- 
tinued (her material isupport of 
tflie 


revolutionists <on the isthmus, and 
now Colombia, it is stated, ftnds her 
patient exhausted, and has decided 
to present a formal demand 'for an 
explanation.
